‘MINNESOTA IS NOT LEFT OUT, 


The Storm Is General in That State, the 
Snow Drifting Bedly. 

Sr. Paul, Minn., Jan. 12.—[Special.}—Snow 
has been falling in Minnesota at a furious 
rate for the last fourteen hours and a forty- 
mile north wind has piled it into drifts from 
one to fifteen feet high. Pedestrians have 
nearly all been driven from the streets and 
the street railway lines are rapialy becoming 
impassabie. Snow-plows are at work in 
every direction, but they are practically use- 
less before a wind of such velocity. An at- 
tempt will be made to run the horse-car 
lines all night to keep the tracks 
clear. The cable lines are running 
with the constant aid of plows. Reports 
from the railway offices say that all trains in 
Minnesota, Western Wisconsin, and the Da- 
kotas are from one w four bours late. The 
east-and-west lines in Southern Minnesota 
are suffering worse than those north and 
west of St. Paul. The rotary plows, which 
have been standing idle the last two winters, 
are being used with good effect in the fills. 
The snow being light is easily cleared away, 
and if there is a luli in the wind in the next 
few hours the railways will have trains on 
time again by tomorrow afternoon. 

Tue total fall of snow for the winter is 
less than a foot. Reports from the lum ber- 
ing camps are favorabie. The ground began 
freezing firmly about Dec. 28, and the ice in 
the swamps bas become solid enough to bear

They acknowledge the ability of the 
inventors to convert low-grade steel into the 
best steel by the simplest and cheapest. proc- 
ess known, and that steel so treated has 
many advantages over materials tempered 
by some other processes. As to its 
advantages for armor plate, guns, and armor- 
piercing projectiles—the prime considera- 
tions as far as the navy is concerned—the 
report is rather conservative, the board pre- 
terring to have the experiments conducted 
on a much larger scale before expressing a 
definite conclusion as to the usefulness of 
the. new process for treating material for 
the purposes named. They do indicate, how- 
ever, that considerable promise is offered by 
the preliminary trials, and the fact that they 
recommend furthe# tests is encouraging to 
tne inventors who are preparing to thor- 
oughly test the armor-plate question. 
They are also much encouraged by the 
result of some recent tests with a few six- 
pounder steel shelis treated for the Driggs- 
Schweder company, who are the American 
rivals in rapid-fire guns of the great Hotch- 
kiss company. Four of these shells treated 
in different ways were fired near Hartford, 
Conn., last .week, and the Driggs-Schweder 
people were so much pleased with the result 
that they are now negotiating with the Red- 
eman-Tilford people for the sole mght to use 
their process in treating steel shelis in this 
country. Lieut. Driggs, who was present at 
the test, says that one of the shells passed 
entirely through four inches ot hard steel 
without the slightest damage to tne shell it- 
self, which was immediately picked up and 
put back in the mn again. The process 
by which this particular sbell was treated 
was recorded before the firings and dupli- 
cates will at once be made. Since the report 
of the Naval Board was submitted the Secre- 
tary of the Navy has issued a circular in- 
viting competitive trials of armor plates in 
order that full merits of all inventions in 
this line, and the Redeman-Tilford in partic- 
ular, may be ascertained. The latter pro- 
pose to be formidabie competitors in this 
test. They have started in to make a plate 
eight feet high, six feet broad, and ten and 
one-half inches thick, which they fully expect 
will meet ali the conditions of the 
tests, although unusualiy severe. These 
competitive trials ot armor plate 
are of far greater importance 
than is generally supposed. The position 
taken by the Navy Departmentin favor of 
armor-clad vessels above all others brings 
the question of armor into greater promi- 
pence than it bas ever had in this country, 
and the coming tests are an important feat- 
ure in determiming which type shail be 
adopted, The severity of the tests is far 

reater than has ever been attempted before. 
Elaborate tests have been in progress for the 
last year at Portsmouth, England. The 
plates used have been the same in size as 
those contemplated by the Navy Department 
circular, but the other conditions are differ- 
ent. The velocitv of the sbelis fired at the 
foreign plates did not exceed 1,70 feet per sec- 
ond, while the velocity of the shell against the 
American plate is to be 2,113 feet per second. 
Some of the plates fired against, notably that 
known as the Cammel plate, have shown 
good results—i. e., they have not been pene- 
trated. With the velocity prescribed for the 
Américan tests the projectiles’ would have 
passed through the best Euglish targets. 

If the eman-Tilford people present a 
plate that stands all the conditions pre- 
scribed, and they are confident they can, 
they will lead tne world in armor plates not 
＋ ae to the quality of the material but as 
to the cheapness of manufacture. The Cam- 
mel plates bave long been recognized as the 
best in the world, but the great expense at- 
tached to their manufacture preciudes their 
use to any large extent.

There is reason to believe that the Chinese

RAILROADS TO BE BUILT IN PERU. 


Immense Agricultural and Mining Fields 
to Be Opened to Commerce. 

Lima, Jan. 12.——-The Supreme Government 
yesterday signéd the Grace bondholders’ 
contract, which was authorized by Congress 
Oct. 29 last. Peru cedes for sixty-six years 
railways from Mollendo to Arequipa, 
from Arequipa to Puno, from Fun- 
aca to Santa Hosa, from  Pesco 
to Ica, from Callao to Chicla, from 
Lima to Ancon, from Chimpote to Seechi- 
man, from Pacasmayo to Yonan, from Guad- 
Alupe Salavresy to Trujillo, and from Asco 
Paita to Pinra, also the lands necessary for 
their extension, the importation duty free 
of the materi uired for their exploita- 
tion, and over 000, 800 tons of guano. 

According to the contract tae bondholders 
are to relieve Peru of ail responsibility in 
connection with the loans of 1800, 1870, and 
1872 and extend railroads, thus opening up 
immense agricultural and mining fields and 
giving hfe to the great industries of the in- 
terior, long looking for means of com munica- 
tion with the coast. 


MINNEAPOLIS’ ELOPEMENT SENSABION. 
John E. Harvey Supposed to Be the Maa 
‘Who Ran Away With Mre. Hodgins. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Jan. 12.—[{Special.|— 
A new wrinkle appears in thé recent South 
Minneapolis eiopement sensation. Hitherto 
nothing has been known as to the identity of 
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Packing-Houses and Other Concerns Have 
Been Emptying Refase into Its Bed for 
man Years, and Freshets Carry the 
Pollution into the Lake, Where It Is 
Taken Up and Distributed in the Drink- 
ing Water of the People. 3 
“Why not let the South Fork, with its aw- 
ful filth, alone?’ said an Alderman who had 
made the tour of the river recently and was 


appalied at the condition of the South Fork. 


No one scarcely, except the people who are 
résponsibie for the filth,is near une South 
Fork. If the glue factories and the slauphter- 
houses are to blame no fault is to be found, 
because they create an awful stench around 
them.“ 

It is this same argument which has pre- 
vented the city making a move to clean out 
the South Fork from the time it was dug to 
thé packing-house district and the clay made 
into brick. Although a part of the Chicago 
River, the South Fork is practically a slough, 
runoing from Bridgeport to the Stock- Yards 
and to the westward. There is no perceptible 
current in it, ahd for fifteen years, it is 
claimed, the refuse from the packing-houses 
has been accumulating in it. In. summer- 
time silver coin in the pockets of tugmen 
turns black as the tugs plow through the 
mass of decaying matter. A lighted match 
dropped on the surface will ignite the ascend- 
ing gases and cause quite a tire before it 
burns out. A novice who takes a tug ride to 
the South Fork for the fun of the thing 
never takes another. If he recovers from 
the first tripin a week and can smell clean 
again he is extremely luoky. 

Thus the South Fork was last July, when a 
reporter for Taz Trarsuns made a trip over it 
on a tug for business, not for pleasure. The 
point on the hull of the schooner which the 
tug brought out of tne South Fork haa once 
been white, Gut it became a well-defined 
black. Peodle crossing the bridges got one 
biff, and then hurried up as fast as they 
could go. A passenger train on the Chicago 
& Alton crossed over as the tug was held at 
the raiiroad aor eg — went through 
the open windows, an passengers ve 
a startled look and dodged back, as if to 
escape a second shot. 

Three days after the great rain-storm of 
July came. The waterin the river, before 
the rain had fallen an hour, was running a 
current of eight to ten miles an hour towards 
the lake. he Dunham tug W. R. Crowell 
had left the Wabash ele vator with the pro- 
peller Boston in tow just as the storm began. 
As the rain increased the current made the 
propeller unmanageabie, and she got across 
the river at the Fort Wayne railroad bridge, 
near Eighteenth street. The Boston was 
loaded to within a foot of the bottom of the 
channel, and her stern rested on the north 
side of the river and her bow was jammed 
into the piles on the south side. The great 
boat, thus held in a vise by the current, 
formed a dam to the oncoming waters 
for twenty-four hours. This mishap alone 
saved the water supply of Chicago from such 
wholesale polution as would have made the 
troubles following the: great July storm, 
ae as they were, appear comparatively 
trivial. 

HOW THE FILTR WAS STOPPED. 

„We had no more than got fairly started 
coming down the river,“ said Capt. Terrill 
of the Crowell, speaking of that night, 
“when the current began running. The 
way that stuff came out of the South Fork 
beat anything I ever saw, although I have 
been on the river for many years. I had 
supposed that powder wouldn’t move it, it 
was so thick. As I looked out I could see 
and smell the stuff, although the rain was 
coming down in sheets. No: I could not be 
mistaken, for I would know that smell 
anywhere on earth. It seemed to me that 
the South Fork must have been emptied sev- 
eral timés by the amountof filth that went 
by us, running like a racehorse for the lake. 
Of course, most of the water came from the 
West Fork, and by the time the two steamers 
from the forks had got down-town the water 
was so thoroughly mixed that people did not 
notice the stench, and then, too, the stuff 
from the South Fork went out at night, and 
and nextday the water running toward the 
lake was much better. It was when the stuff 
was coming down the thickest that the pro- 
peller got across the stream. That raised 
the water a foot and a half to two feet 
toward the flood, and, of course, os the 
current to some extent. Had it not n for 
that the South Fork would have been cleaned 
* a, bottom, aud the filth all sent into the 

ake. 

Tugmen who were out in the lake early 
the Sunday morning after the storm sa 
they could trace the matter from the South 
Fork clear out to the breakwater. Capt. 
Sam Shannon of the steamshiv Chemung re- 
ported that he recognized the black stuff a 
half mile beyond the crib,. but to the south- 
ward of the structure. 

Afterwards the sewage reached the crib, 
according to the tugmen, and some of the 
siaughterhouse refuse found its way into the 
city’s water supply, but was denied at the 


time by the city officials. 


For fifteen years every time the South 
Fork has been cleaned by a freshet the 
refuse has gone into Lake Michigan. It is a 
physical impossibility for it to go down the 
canal in times of high water. The refuse 
accumulates from the great shaughter- 
houses between the freshets, like the waters 
did above the dam at Johnstown, and when 
the floods come it is swept far out into the 
lake. Then there is another accumulation, 
another flood, and again the city’s water sup- 
* is in jeopardy. 

f the South Fork was kept as clean as the 
main river, the danger from freshets would 
not amount w much, The West Fork, or 
Mud Lake, through which the flood waters 
come in a large degree, is comparatively 
clean, and 3 three-mile current for an 
hour would remove most of the sew- 
age that gathers in it. The North 
Branch is in reasonabiy good sh 
ana would be in sviendid condition i 
the ordinances against the discharge of ref- 
use into the river by the distilleries and 
other manufacturing concerns along its 
banks were énfo The danger spot is 
the reeking South Fork. 

THE PACKERS’ POSITION EXPLAINED. 

Ald. Dunham is confident that the packers 
will take steps to stop the discharge of tneir 
refuse into the South Fork if the question is 
properly presented to them. The scheme 
proposed that the packers be allowed to con- 
tinue to pollute the South Fork if they pay 
for pumping works to throw the stuff into 
the canal, however, is not what -is uired. 
This means that the people of the illinois 
saree Valley must endure what Chicago gets 
ndo 

According to the estimates of Prof. Long 
this refuse is one-third the sewage of the 
city. If itis to go into the canal the State 
Board of Health will demand that 120,000 
cubic feet of water instead of 80,000 feet go 
down the valley to gain the requisite dilu- 
tion. It the packers are allowed to use the 
canal for this refuse the city will be crowded 
out from sending its legitimate sewage that 
way, and would be compelied to go to an ex- 
tremely heavy expense in straightening out 
the Des — River and dredging out the 
— ite 

me ot the Aldermen are in favor of al- 
lowing the packers to keep on in the old way 
if they will pay for pamping works, drede- 
ing, and straightening the plaines River 
channel required by the Ogden Ditch route. 
There is a general disposition, however, to 
have the refuse disposed of in some other 
way than turned into the South Fork. 

“I have no doubt,” said an Alderman, 
“that the packing-housés will not lose any 
money in the end if we now enforvte the ordi- 
nances, gas-houses will more than re-

JAIL DELIVERY AT SAN FRANCISCO, 


Six Prisoners, Among Them a Murderer 
and a Mall Robber, Escape. 


Sax Francisco, Cal, Jan. 


Francisco occurred early this morning when 
six prisoners, one of them condemned for 
murder, escaped from the county jail. Up to 
a late hour tonight not one of them had been 
apprehended. A little after 3 e’clock a man 
named Harrigan excitedly approached a 
police officer and told him that six prisoners 
had a few moments before escaped from the 
county jail, and that he had been caught and 
held by tne first prisoner escaping until all 
had safely crawled through the jail inclosure, 
when he was released and all the prisoners 
ran rapidly away. Investigation showed the 
facts to be as Harrigan related. 

All the prisoners in three cells on the west 
side of the corridor had cut through each 
other’s cells to a room used as a bath-room at 
the end of the court. From the bath-room 
they worked their way into the main cor- 
ridor of the jail and thence into the jail- 
yard. Here they climbed up on a woodpile 
and broke through the old chimney against 
the outer wall. After one man had esca 
he pulled the other five men through the 
small hole made, and, as soon as ali 
free, — who was passing at the time 
and who been foreibly detained, was 
given his liberty, and the six jail-virds ran 
up a narrow alley and thence down the 
street. Search was immediately instituted, 
but not a single trace of the men has been 
found. One of the men is John McNulty, 
who killed a man named Collins here two 
years ago. He was convicted of murder in 
the first d last April. The case is now 
betoré the Supreme Court.on a motion for a 
new trial. The names of the others are 
Erick Erricksen, mail-robber; William Ed- 
8 Thomas Kenney, Dan Riordan, and 
Mike Sullivan, all in for robbery. 


AFTER THE BIG PAPER-MILLS NOW. 


English Capitalists Trying to Control This 
Brauch of Manafacturing.

Samuel C. Griggs Jr. 


Samuel Chapman Griggs Jr., only son of the 
well known publisher, died at his father’s resi- 
dence, No. 2100 Calumet avenue, at 10:50 Satur- 
day evening, of pulmonary consumption. He 
was 29 years old. The funeral will take place at 
1:30 Tuesday.

Dr. Steele, who has an office over the store, 
was summoned. He found that Moore had been 
shot between the third and fourth ribs on the left 
side, and said that the wound was imall likelihood 
afatalone. Moore was taken to St. Luke's Hos- 
pital. Drs, MacArthur and Steele here made an- 
other examination, but they were unable to 
locate the bullet. At a late hour last night 
Moore was extremely low. 

Jordan was taken to the Twenty-second Street 
Station. Hesaid that Moore gave him a bad 
quarter and when he insiatedon having a good 
one the conductor struck him several times and 
finally knocked him off the car. He then drew 
& pistol and shot his assailant. Jordan's story, 
however, does not agree with that of Moore or 
the eye-witnesses, which is given above. 

Jordan 19 40 years old, and for the last twenty 
years has been known to the police as a bad 
man. He Ras been arrested many times for 
thefts and has spent considerable time in jsil. 
He was emplo as porter at Winshbip’s gam- 
bling-rooms, Monroe and Clark streets. His res- 
idence he gives as No. 2787 Butterfield street. 
The weapon he used was a self-acting Smith & 
Wesson revolver of 48 caliber. Five of the six 
chambers were loaded after the shooting. 

Moore is about 30 years old. He has been em- 

loyed by the South Side company since last 

ay, and was considered a good and reliable 
man. He bas a wife and one child, and lives at 
No. 6109 Dearborn street.

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should have no more power to issue circulat- 
ing notes than to coin money. The function 
belongs to the Goverament, and under the 
legal-tender decisions of tae Supreme Court 
there 1s ho longer any more queston as to 
the power of the Government to issue green- 
backs than to coin gold or silver. The Su- 
płeme Court has pronounced the question 
one of expediency, to be passed on by Con- 
gress from time to time as circumstances 
may require. In peace or in war it 18 
for Congress to determine whether 
ao exigency exists which requires an in- 
crease of legal-tender notes and to act ac- 
cordingly. The place of te disappearing 
bank notes will be taken by coin and certifi- 
cates and the power to issue legal-tender 
notes is held in reserve for any great emer- 
gency. Hence there is no need to perpetuate 
the national-bank notes, and the popular de- 
sire that the banks should transfer the note- 
issuing function to tne Government will un- 
doubtedly be gratified. At the same time the 
national system is an excellent one, and in 
order to keep the banks in existence for the 
purposes of a legitimate banking business it 18 
probably necessary to allow them a nominal 
circulation. Wholly divorced from the Gov- 
ernment and without any circulation at all 
there might be a doubt as to the validity of 
the charters ot the banks. This Wifficulty 
can be met by preserving a nominal circula- 
uon. The 4 per cent bonds run until 1907, 
and with a nominal circulation based on 
these securities the banks can be continued 
in business for the next seventeen years, and 
by that ume a permanent system may be de- 
vised, 


‘GEN, MORGAN’S CASE. 

The charges which have been brought 
against Gen. Morgan, Commissioner of In- 
dian Affairs, to prevent his confirmation by 
the Senate were originally made by an ex- 
employé of the office who was discharged for 
intemperance, insubordination, and ineffi- 
ciency. These charges have been accepted 
as true and reasserted by a representative 
delegation of Catholic clergymen. 

In reply, not to the original assailant but 
to these clergymen, the Commissioner has 
seat a communication to the Secretary of the 
Interior in which he disposes. of the accusa- 
tions against him so effectually that if they 
have any sense of justice or fairness they 
will withdraw them at once and acknowledge 
that they have been misled by an unworthy 
and irresponsibie person who was discharged 
from the service for cause. 

Gen. Morgan investigates the records of 
every one of the schools and shows the spe- 
cific cause of discharge in every individual 
case, with the result of showing not only that 
the cause was ample but that he has exhibit- 
ed no animosity towards or discrimination 
against such employés because they profess 
the Catholic faith. The individual record is 
too long for quotation, but the Commission- 
er's summing up contains its substance. He 
says: 

I do not kuow how many Protestants or how 
many Catholics, how many unbelievers or Jews 
are in the school service. No record of religious 
predilections or faith bas ever been kept by the 
office. I do not know how the discharged clerk 
who furnished the article in question learned of 
the religions belief of those in the service. The 
only way in which I discover it is when I happen 
to remove a teacher who is a Catholic and 
a how] is raised somewhere by somebody. I can- 
not affurd to keep inefficient people in these 
schools to please or placate any church, indivia- 
ual, or 185 organization, and I decline to do 
ao. If the Catholic Church cannot furnish me 


better teachers than those I have removed the 


Catholic Church is greatly to be pitied. I do not 


apprehend the Bureau of Catholic Indian Mis- 
sions would recommend the reinstatement of 
any of thesej employés with the evidence before 
them upon which they were removed. 

I will say, ia conclusion, that. of the nearly 
1,000 employés in the school service the office has 
appointed and directed the appointment of less 
than 10 per cent. Among these are at least seven 
whom 1 happened to know were and are devout 
Catholics, 


In concluding his communication to the 
Secretary of the Interior the Commissioner 
says: “As I understand it the great pur- 
pose to be achieved by a system of Govern- 
ment education for the Indians is their prep- 
aration for American citizenship, and not 
their training in religious dogmas or eccie- 
siastical practices. By the selection of proper 
persons as teachers the Indian schools may 
be religious without being sectarian.” The 
Commissicner understands this question just 
as the great majority of the American peo- 
ple irrespective of party understand it, and 
they will look to the Senate to confirm his 
nomination at once as a proper rebuke to the 
sectarian opposition to him. The peopie in- 
dorse the Commissioner’s policy of educa 
tion as the wisest, most judicious, and most 
practical scheme which has yet been pre- 
sented for the civilizing of the Indian, and, 
more than this, they indorse the Commis- 
sioner himself as the only official who for 
some years past has manifested a practical 
knowledge of his duties, A failure to con- 
firm him will not only be an act of flagrant 
personal injustice but will strike a damaging 
blow at the work which he has begun and 
which opens so auspiciously. The people of 
this country are not in a temper for any such 
outcome of this question.

INCREASED DILUTION NEEDED AT ONCE. 
The visit of the city officers to the pump- 
ing works last week was an eye-opener for 
most of them. Not one had an idea that 
things were in so bad a state. That veteran 
ward politician Cregier was nauseated. The 
Commissioner of Public Works and City En- 
gineer, who were apparently unfamiliar with 

the section, were upset. 4 
They said nothing about what they saw, 
perhaps because they couid say nothing cred- 
itabie to themselves, but some of the Alder- 
men were not tongue-tied. Said Ald. Dixon: 


I had no idea of the noxious condition ot the 
Chicago River until Ai we Ihad not the re- 
motest notion of the bad faith with which Chi- 


ple of solution ag it really ia. In short, 1 found 
on iavestigation that this problem of sewage di- 
lution has for years past been intrusted to stupid, 
lazy, ignorant officials, that the law has been 
wantonly violated, that the resolutions of the 
General Assembly have been studiously ignored, 
and that the health of the whole State been 
endangered by the culpable negligence of some 
officials and the stupidity of others. 


Ald. Dunham speaks almost as strongly: 

It was not necessary for me to take the trip 
to convince me of the foul condition of the river 
and the culpable négligence of the city authori- 
ties. Under the resolutions of the General As- 
sembly, adopted, I believe, in 1887, Chicago 1s re- 
quired to send 60,000 cubic feet of lake water per 
minute through the canal below Bridgeport. 
The nominal capacity of the pumps at the latter 
point just now.is 60,000 cubic feet. The city pays 
for such capacity. Only 80,000 cubic feet of 
service is rende The pumps are inefficiently 
managed. They are frequentiy out of repair and 
bave seldom or ever been worked to their full 
capacity. 

It is apparent that something must be 
done, and that quickly. To state it selfishly, 
it must be done to preserve the health of the 
city. The influenza is bad, but it would be a 
trifle compared with the epidemic which the 
hot weather of next summer may bring. 

Mayor Cregier’s idea seems to be that the 
city can do nothing except to furnish the 
packers with improved drainage at the ex- 
pense of the taxpayers. That is the sub- 
stance of his South Fork circulation sebeme. 
He seems to think that now the Sanitary Dis- 
trict has been created the Sanitary Trustees 
must look after everything, and that the 
city is not called on to lift a finger. 

Unfortunately it will be fully a year be- 
fore the Drainage Trustees can do anything, 
for that much time will have passed by be- 
fore they are able to sell a bond and thus get 
money to furnish temporary relief to this 
city and the valley towns. It is impossible to 
wait that long. A pestilence has not an accom- 
modating disposition and does not delay its 
visits to allow Supreme Courts to declare the 
law and Trustees to sell bonds. There must 
be immediate relief, aud that the city alone 
can n ~by increasing the quantity of 
water pumped into tne Desplaines. 

It is not necessary, however, that the city 
should finally foottne bills. It can for the 
purpose of bettermg the drainage put in 
more pumps at Canalport and double the quan- 
tity of water which the canal is carrying off. 
Read in anotner column what Engineer 
Cooley says on this subject. Later on when 
the Drainage Trustees have money they 
can relieve the city of this work and repay 
what the pumps are worth. 

The powers of the Trustees are large. 
Tgey can furnish temporary relef while 
they are preparing to cut the channel which 
is to give relief for all time. The law does 
not say that things shall stay in the filthy 
state they are till the dramage channel— 
rock cut and all—has been made. The 
Trustees can dredge out temporary channels 
and put up pumps, which will be only tem- 
porarily needed, Had they the money in hand 
they would do it at once. But they have ndt, 
and a long time will pass before they get a 
dollar. Hence the city must make the ad- 
vances. 4 


A WARNING TO BENEVOLENT ALISTS 

The results of the litigation in the matter 
of the will of the late Samuel Wood, a New 
York capitalist, point the moral to an ald. 
old story. Mr: Wood died twelve years ago 
aod left by his will a handsome sum sufficient 
to endow a college of music for the benefit of 
the people of that city. That he had set his 
heart upon this college was evidenced by the 
numerous practical suggestions which he 
made for the organization and management 
of the college, and his generosity and public 
spirit were commended far and near as the 
details of the scheme became apparent. 
There is no question that tne college would 
have been a great public. blessing could it 
have been organized in accordance with the 
suggestions outiined in the will But this 
was not to be. The heirs near and 
remote banded together to defeat its 
provisions. It was taken into the courts at 
once, and the litigation has been fierce and 
continuous, The case probably made its last 
appearance in the Surrogate’s Court a few 
days ago, as the testimony went to show 
that there was nothing left to fight over. 
During these twelve years the great fortune 
has gradually aisintegrated, and by the tricks 
and plots knowns to legal machinery has deen 
diverted from the purposes intended by Mr. 
Wood into the pockets of outsiders who haa 
no other interest in the property than to 
prolong litigation for personai profit. The 
great estate has been swallowed up and dis- 
appears. The heirs get nothing, not even 
the bones of this fat picking. The College 
of Music will never be endowed, and thus 
the great and generous project of a philan- 
thropist has been defeated. 

The technicalitiés of the law which have 
deprived New York City of the great pub- 
lic library which Samuel J. Tilden provided 
for have now deprived her of another 
important popular institution which would 
have been a public blessing could the wishes 
of tne donor have been carried out. These 
are not exceptional cases. Miscarriages of 
this kind aré constantly occurring. With 
this possibility always in view, why is it that 
capitalists and charitably disposed persons 
do not heed the lesson, and if they are de- 
sirous to do something for the public good 
attend to it while they are living and not run 
the risk of having their plans defeated and 
their money diverted into other channels! 
If they want to establish public institutions 
or leave works of art to the city in whicn 
‘they have made their money, as a testimonial 
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Ir is a common failing with the Chicago 
Council, which it shares with other and more 
pretentious legislative bodies, “to bite off 
more than it oan chew.” It is too ambitious 
and tries to do everything all at once, the 
result being that it does nothing, whereas if 
it tried to finish a little at a time it would 
accomplish something. The subjectof street 
nomenclature is a casein point, Postmaster 
Sexton asked the Aldermen six months ago 
to do away with a vast number of duplicate 
names of streets, Which caused great annoy- 
ance, and centusion, and error in handling 
and delivering mail matter. The Coun- 
cil, with the best of intentions, set 
at work not only to do this but also 
tochange the whole system of numbering 
and to abolish all prefixes. An elaborate re 
port has been submitted, with some features 
which met with pretty general approval, and 
with others which provoked decided dissent. 
After talking over the matter for one or two 
meetings it was allowed to drop, and there is 
no telling when it will be taken up again. 
Other subjeets of more personal or boodle in- 
terest have come up, and the street number- 
ing reform may never be reached. In the 
meanwhile the trouble of which the Post- 
master complained has not been remedied. 
It will soon be worse when other portions 
of the recently annexed territory areincluded | 
in the free delivery district. What hinders 
the Council from asking its committee to 
make a brief report embodying a few 
changes in street names which will do away 
with duplicates, and thus meet the require- 
ments of the Post-Office people? That could 
probably be adopted with no difficulty. The 
subject of changing numbers, te., could 
then be taken up at some future time when 
the Council had nothing more urgent on 
hand. It tae question is not gone at and 
settled piecemeal the probabilities are it 
never will be disposed of, and the Post-Office 
officials will always be plagued by duplicate 
Washingtons, Madisons, Jeffersons, Parks, 
etc.

"MAY DISSOLVE PARLIAMENT. 


Rumor That the English Government Is to 
Take a Recess. 
SPECIAL CABLE DISPATCH TO THE TRIBUNE 
U 1390, by James Gordon Bennett.) 

Loxpox, Jau. 12.—I learn from most un- 
questionable sources of information that it is 
the intention of the Government to dissolve 
Parliament as soon as possible after the 
budget has been passed; or, should any seri- 
ous opposition to it arise, to take the sense of 
the country upon that and the general policy 
of the administration without further delay. 
This announcement will take the mem- 
vers of Parliament and the general 
public by surprise, and it is quite pos- 
sible that some of the Ministerial 
organs will endeavor fora moment to cast 
doubt Upon it. All the same itis strictly ac- 
curate and represents the full and well con- 
sidered intentions of the Ministry. The rea- 
sons which have induced the Government to 
come to this determination are manifold. In 
the first place they rely upon the popularity 
of Balfour. Itis believed that the populari- 
ty of the budget will be so great as to neu- 
trahze the forces of the opposition. Then 
it is anticipated that the issue of the O'Snhen 
divorce suit will be a serious damage to Par- 
nell, and that it will be wise to go to the 
country while the Irish leader is under the 
cloud which 1 suppose the trial will 
inevitably cast over him. The Irish party 
will, itas believed, for a time be comovietely 
discredited. In a word, the calculations of 
the Ministry are founded to a large extent on 
the divorce suit which so suddenly makes its 
appearance, ana it is not thought possible 
that these calculations can be wholly faisi- 
fied. The Government also believes that the 
longer election is deferred under the present 
circumstances the better will become the 
chances of their opponents. Causes of dis- 
satisfaction already exist in reference to 
the tithes question, the free education 
question, and the proposed land purchase 
scheme, but if the Ministry could obtain a 
renewed mandate from the people ail opposi- 
tion, whether from within or without, wouid 
be effectually broken down. It is felt that a 
great chance was lost by Lord Beaconsfiela 
when he did not appeal to the country imme- 
diately after his return from Berlin. The 
lesson of that has sunk deeply into some 
minds. The time bas come for acting 
on the experience gained by the disaster 
of 1880. The electioneering machinery 
has been kept in perfect working 
order. On the Gladstonlan side there is no 
such reediness. king therefore at all the 
circumstances no doubt is entertained that 
the magical effect of the budget, the injury 
of which it is believed is inevitable*to the 
weight and influence of Parnell, and the 
sharp and sudden nature of the appeal, all 
combined will unite to bring about the dis- 
comfiture of the Giadstonian party at the 
poils, Tne Parliament of 1886, according to 
the decision now arrived at, will therefore 
come to anend in the early summer of the 
present year.

SOME QUEER GUNSHOT WOUNDS, 


Remarkable Stories About Men Who Were 
Shot on the Battlefield, 

Atlanta (Constitution: Capt. Tip Harrison’s 
office at the Capitol is the room where the 
veterans of the late war are wont to cons, 
gregate. When several of the old soldiers 
who bear about them the scars of many 
battles meet reminiscences of the great 
struggie are in order, and some of the stories 
told are very thrillimg. The subject 
under discussion was the remarkable manner 
in which some men were wounded and recov- 
ered and were wounded again. Capt. Tip 
Harrison is responsible for the following: 

** Lieut. Muncie of the Bixty-first Georgia 
Regiment, said Capt. Tip, was one of. the 
most remarkable men lever knew. He was 
a slender, cadaverous-looki man, with ap- 

rently no physical strength, yet he lived 

hrough what would have killed a dozen ordi- 
nary men, and is alive today. In the ear! 
part of the war he was shot through an 
through. The vali struck the breastbone und 
shattered it, passed through his body, and 
came out within an inch of his spine between 
tworibs. After a desperate struggle for life 
he recovered, and regainéd hisregiment. At 
the battle of Monavcasie Creek he was again 
wounded, the ball entering between the cor. 
responding ribs on the other side of his sping, 
and ‘issuing from the same hole that the 
first ball entered at. The second shot must 
have taken the inside Muncie’s body 
that the first ball made in going in the oppo- 
site direction. He was in prison with me 
later, and appeared to suffer no unusual 

in. 


The case of Sergt. B. F. Curtright, who fs 
now on the Atlanta police force, was cited as 
another remarkable instance. Sergt. Curt 
right was wounded in the right arm, the bali

BURNING OF A DISTILLERY AT PEORIA 


The Menarch Suffers a Loss of $175,000— 
Other Fires Yesterday. 

Pont, Ill, Jan. 12.—[Special.]—The Mon- 
arch Distillery, the largest ana one of the best 
equipped distilleries in the world, was damaged 
by fire this afternoon to the extent of $150,000 to 
$175.000. It is likely to be nearer the latter than 
the former figure. The property loss is covered 
by insurance. but the distillery company will 
probably be put to a loss of at least $150,000 more 
by being forced to shut down now in the height 
of the busy season for distilling as well as cattle 
feeding. The tire was accompanied by explo- 
sions were distinctly heard at a distance of 
five miles.

INDIFFERENCE OF HIGH OFFICIALS.

A Manager for Inland Lloyds“ This Week. 

BUFFALO, N. ., Jan. 12.—[Special.]—Local 
insurance men have become much excited over 
the claim made by Chicago for the transfer of 
the Inland Lloyd's headquarters to that city. A 
meeting of the executive committee of the eg: 
wter will be held at the office of Smith, Davis & 
Co. Jan, 15, when a Manager will be appointed 
and the status of the publication fixed for 
another season. No one here seems to be a can- 
didate for Manager. 

A company has been organized to rebuild the 
burned Exchange elevutor. The capital stock 
will be $150,000, and enough has already been 
taken to insure a charter. There is none too 
much elevator capacity here now. Forty-five is 
the number, with a combined storage pre 4 | of 
about 13,600. 000 bushels, and several times last 
season elevators could not handle the grain as it 
came in. 

All the large coal interests here are putting 
themselves in particularily good shape for doing 
a large business and doing it without delay. The 
Centrai Dock and Temmal company, handling 
New York Central and Reading coal, has com- 
pleted docks 1,800 feet long. For the shipping 
trade there will be eighty pockets with a ca- 
pacity of 5,000 tons. It is said that the same 
company will build a storage plant at East Butf- 
falo of 250,000 tons capacity. Tne storage ca- 
pacity of the Lackawanna has been about 
doubled by the enlargement of its trestle. A 
mammoth stocking trestle will be built by the 
Lehigh Valley, work to begin shortly. Its ca- 
pacity will be 175,000. Three tunnels 12x12 feet 
and 1,300 feet long will be cut through solid roek, 
above which will be a dumping trestle covered. 
Standing room for 1,200 cars will be provided. 
Cars will be unloaded automatically. 

{Rumor has it that a new steel steamer fhas 
been ordered of the Union Dry Dock company 
by the Inter-Ocean Transportation company. 
At the Union yard the Kildeghouse syndicate 
steamer is so far advanced that she will be 
launched about Feb. 1. After she is off the stocks 
the new Toledo boat will at once be set up. 

Capt. John Mitchell reports nine vessels char- 
tered for orefrom Escanaba to Ohio ports at 
51.10. He has formed a vessel-brokerage . part- 
nership with J. C. Fitzpatrick of Cleveland and 
John F. Wedow of Bay City. The Gratwick fleet 
will remain under his management.

Gov. Lowry Hullabaico About Punishing 
the Sluggers— Other Things to Look 4fter.
